Fexaticiſm. So that it will be worth a mans while to give the world the

poſe to make his Ruine ſecure, which the bare accuſation of a Suit in be- 
balf of his Religion, would not alone have effe&ted. The Embaſladour, 
as bound in duty, for the vindication of his King's Honour, defires a far- 
ther teſtimony of the Offence and Offender : Which the Royal Informer 
cficually gives bim, by appointing another Conference with RKobux 3 
where. privately he plants this Kingly Repreſentative as an Honourable 
: Evefdrppper, to over-hear a Repetition of the whole Diſcourſe, and con- 
firm his Belief from his own Ears. | 

Now ſome people would ſtart an ObjeQion, and ſay, That this humble 
Office and low-ſpirited Snare againſt the life of a poor wretch,, might de- 
rogate from the Glory of two ſuch Illuſtrious "by aud z the one for the 
greatneſs of his Employment, and the other the greatneſs of his Birth, 
But to remove their miſtake, I aſſure 'em there is not that Decd fo abjeR, 
when acted for the Cauſe of Rome, that cannot be transform'd into Prince- 
ly and Heroick,by the ſtupendious power of that infallible Church, where 
even Daggers and Ponyards admit of Conſecration. 

But toretura tooor Hiſtory. This Conference contrived and managed 
as heart could wiſh, the Embaſſadour poſts over this Robnx Treachery to 
France, whilſt he, poor unſuſpeCting Innocence, continues his dayly Pray- 
ers to his Great Advocate.

Now from this Teſtimony, I would aſk if it be reaſonable to ſuppoſe 
that the Proteſtant Religion and Liberty, and the Laws of that-wilde 
Boar Harry the Eighth, and his Daughter Beſ7 that She-devil, will be 
defended by a Popiſh Succeſſour, when ia defending of them he muſt 
rob both the Church and God himſelf of their Right 3 and as much as in 
him lies, ſtrike his Dagger into the ſacred Gates of Rome, and dart a Ja- 
velin aPthe very heart of Chriſts own Vicar, and Gods undeniable Repre- 
ſentativez and at the ſame minnte be obliged to dayly Outrages, 'nay 
Butcheries too upon the very perſons of Gods Ele&, the Pillars of Reli- 

ion, and the very Succeſſours of the Apoſtles themſelves? A pretty 
Find of Law, that ſhall oblige him to commit at once both Marder and 
Sacriledge ; and all this, forſooth, in defence of a Religion, as they'll 
ſwear for't, ſprung from Harry the Eighth's Codpiece, maintain'd and 
preacht onely by a pack of Reprobate Raſcals, a Baftard-fort of Prieſts 
ordain'd by the by at the Nagſhead- Tavern.----I, but there lies his Ho- 
nour and Coronation-Oath in the way to 'a Crown, that ſhall oblige 
him to doall this. And fo if there lay a knot of Thieves in a mans way 
home, that ſhould compel him to engage and promiſe 'em to meet 'em ſuch 
a day with a good Horſe under him,and a good pair of Piſtols before him, 
to take the Rode with them, and rob and murder 1n their company. A 
pretty piece of Honour that, aud a ſtrange point of Conſcience, that ſha}l 
tye him to keep his word with them | 

Let us but rightly coaſider ; is it to be conceived that the Pope with 
all his wiſdom aad politicks, will ever be guilty of ſo much 1Il-buſbandry 
as to make no better Emprovement of ſuch a pretty ſpot of Ground as 
England, when he has once retrieved it again into his own Huckſters 
hands, a Popiſh Succeſſours poſſefiion, as to let it lie waſte till, becauſe 
it has lain ſo for ſo many Apes laſt paſt, with ſcarce any thing more upon 
it than a parcel of rank Weeds and Thiſtles that have beea running up 

to 
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to Seed for above a hundred years together ? Perſwade him to it, if yoti 


can. 
I will onely refer my Reader, for his diverſion, but to one ſhort paſſage 


ia the above-named printed Pacquets of Letters, where his tranſported ' 


Holineſs, at the receipt of a comfortable line or two from a very good 
Hand, and as 'tis to be imagined, a true and truſty Friend, is ſaid to have 
Wept for Joy: Now I would feriouſly aſk my Reader, if he. believes 
thoſe precious Tears, that ſanQified Brine, that, like Azroz's Ointment, 
trickled down the Beard of the Reverend Sire, dropt at the hearing of no 
better News, and at the proſpe@ of no fairer hopes than this. My life for 
yours, there was no ſuch meaning init. No; for once I'll give you a bet- 

'ter KET for thoſe CHAKACTERS - Our Proteſtant Sun, 'twas hoped, was 
near ſetting when that Dew fell. - 

From'this we come to the power of a Coronation-Oath with a Popiſh 
Succeſſour ; and there our Aaſiverers are extraordinary vehement agaioſt 
the Charadtet for averring, That if the Popiſh Religion will abfolve Sub- 
jeds from their Allegiance to an Heretical King, why may it not releaſe a 
King from his Faith to an Heretical excommunicated People. Upon 
which, Mr. LEſtrenge remarks, 

Mr. L'E. Take it for granted, there's no truſting to the Oath of a Roman 
Catholick, Prince, and ye cut the very Ligaments of Society and Commerce. 
There's an end of all Treaties and Alliances, amiceble and mutual Offices 
betwixt Chriſtian Princes and-States. Nay, in one word, ere but this 
Maxime, you turn Europe intoa Shembles, and put Chriſtendom without 
any more ddo into a ſtate of War, &c. Though by the way, all this makes 
nothing to his purpoſe : for Treaties, Alliances, and Commerce betwixt 
Chriſtian Princes and States, have no Afeinity with a Princes keepin 
Faith with his People upon the account of Religion z as had been prove 
before. | 

But from this he goes on, and ſays, | 
' Mr. L'E. I am not ignorant yet,cither of the Dodtine,vr of the praBtice of 
ſeveral profligate wretches of the Roman Communion, in this impiows per- 
ticular : But they are ſuch then that ere wholly loft in Brutality and Blind- 
meſs 5 and I neither do nor can believe all Papiſts to be equally ſuſceptible 
of that unchriſtian Impreſſion. It is 4 Poſition that may be made uſe of 
at a dead lift to ſerve a political turn : And the Trick will not paſs nei- 
ther, but upon ſome ty 9 ſeck-headed Zealot, that takes all bis 

Dreams for re , and the vepours of his Diſtempers for Revelations. 
Now ia my apprehenſion, never did any man fo t himfelf as Mr: 
L'Eftrange has done here : He bdlieves here, that that udchriſtian Itnpref- 
fion, as the Allowance of Perjury, is onely the Tenet of ſorhe profligate 
wretches wholly loſt in Brutality and Blindneſs. But at the latter end of 
his Book, pag. 83. he down-right contradids that'beliefyand ſays; ' - 

Mr. L'E. Pope Pius Quintus 4bſolved the Subjef?i of -Quten Elizabeth 
from all their Oaths of Allegiance to her for ever. '$ t a0 | 
was not onely the Maxime of the above-faid , bur e- 
ven of the Great Succeſfour of Peter, and the Vaiee of ſafallibility it ſelF3, 
and that too"not the produ&t of Blindneſs and Brutality vu

and Vapours , bunt the deliberate AQ and Decree of the Imperial vg, 


of Rome. 


| could make ſeveral other inſtances in this kind, as the Popes abſolving I | 


the Subjes from their Allegiance to K. Job#, be. but 'ris the common 
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Theme of all Pens, and ſo much the known pradtice and principle of 
their Popes through all Ages, that I ſhall not thiak it worth my while. 
Beſides, Mr. L'Eſtrange forgets himſelf a little further in this point, and 
ſays in the ſame 83 page, That the Romiſh Jeſuit holds that Dominion is 
founded in Grace, and upon that principle depoſes Proteſtant Princes, &c. 
Then adds, That the Pope may deprive 4 King of his Royal Dignity for 
Hereſie, Schiſm, &c. (as inthe Biſhop of Lincola's Popiſh Principles,p.20.) 
and after Excommunication, ſays Mariana, in caſe of obftizacy, the People 
may take away his life. 

Afﬀeer theſe Afﬀirmations of Mr. L'Eſtrange, if theſe are the principles of 
the Pope and Jeſuit, I hope we may ately conclude, That they that ſer 
ſuch little value on the ſacred Dignity and Perſons of Kings themſelves, 
when once attainted with Herehe, that not onely their Crowns are for- 
feited, but their very Lives lie expoſed to the fury and hand of every vile 
Plebeian, ſhould in all reaſon ct leſs on the Rights, Priviledges, aad 
Lives of Subje&s under the ſame Attainder : for no doubt, if Herefie can 
make a forfeiture in the firſt, the Devil's in't if it does not in the laſt. 
So that by his leave, where's all the Oaths, Honour, and all the Mighty 
and Illuſtrious Attributes he gives our Popiſh Succeſſour in viadica- 
tion of the Proteſtant Peace and ſecutity under him, whilſt theſe are 
the principles not onely of the Jeſuits that ſeduced him, but of the very 
Head of his Church, that Lord God the Pope ? But according to his 
firſt belief, if this were really the opinion of ſome DoGors, but not all, 
he would do well to prove that Farther Patrick , that curlſt lacendiary of 
all our Diſtraftions, was not one of thoſe Affirmative Doftors, and Ber 
ningfield his ſacceſſour another of them. No doubt the ſubtle Roave in 
converting our Heir preſumptive, did not bound its ambition in the gai- 
ning one {ingle Soul, but the recovery of a Kingdom was theirdefigne. 
In his converſion they had brought their long Hopes to a perfeQtion, they

And is it to be imagined, if Fides now et tenenda cum Hereticis were 
ever in requeſt, it ſhould be wanting now, on ſo glorious an occaſion 5 
or ſo inconfiderable a Trifle as a Coronation- Oath ſhould blaſt ſo forward 
and fo ſacred a Deligne. And if, as he confeſles, that Tenet is onely 
made uſe of to ſerve a political turn, I would gladly be inform'd what 
greater or more political turn it could ſerve, than for the Gonverſion of 
Exgland, that great Work which the unknown Anſwerer tells us, Has, like 
China, beer a hundred years a ripening. 

But here our Anſwerers continue, and afſure us we need have no fear 
of any ſuch prejudice in that caſe from our Popiſh Heir, conſidering, as

Or 3 it likely if he had made 
no ſcruple of as Oath, he would have reſuſed it at atime when he might 
bave removed all ſuſpicions and Jealouſies of bis Religion by it, and 
thereby bave facilitated his way to a Throne ? Ay 

Now I wonder to what Readers theſe Authors write, that at this 
time of day they would make us believe that his ſqueamiſhneſs againſt 
the Teſt and! the Oath of Supremacy, made our conſciencious Heir 
quit his honourable Employments! As we better remember , 'twas 
not ſo much the Teſt, as the Teſt-makers, that diſguſted him, his nd- 
cural antipathy to Parliaments, . his continual little thoughts of that 
Great Council, ( and leſs of them he will have, if ever he comes to 
the Crown) with his diſdain that ſuch inſolent Earth and Aſhes ſhould 
dare to give Laws to his Divinity. So that in ſhort, his Pride, ' not 
Conlcience, got the Aſceadant 3 and whatever advantages he might 
have gain'd by keeping his Employments and ſwallowing the Oaths, 
yet ſuch is his perverſe and ſtubborn Haughtineſs, thathe would rather 
cry, Sink Intereit, periſh Succeſſion, and even Popedoin it ſelf, rather 
than iruckle to what I ſcorn. 

But Mr. L'Eſtrange, methinks, of all men ſhould be fartheſt from 
ſuppoſing it a difficulty in a Papiſt to take an Oath he never intends td 
perform, when in the 4th page of his Book he grants the'very Prote- 
ſtants themſelves, nay the Church of England Proteſtatits, upon occa- 
ſion, may do the like : Where he lays, | | 

Mr. L'E. In the caſe of a Popiſh King, who is either kept out or dri- 
ven ont from the Exerciſe of his Right by the tumnltuary Licenſe of the 
' Rabble, an Oath of Abjuration in caſe of any fair opportunity for him #0 
aſſert his Claim with bis Sword in his hand, will be ſo fat from enga- 
ging any man againit him, that yielded contrary to bis Conſcience #0 
ſwallow it for the ſaving of his Stake, that he wil) fond no firmer Friends 
to his Canſe or Intereit, than thoſe men that are ſtimulated both by Ho+ 
nour and Revenge to the execution of their Duties. 

| Now by thoſe firm Engliſh Friends that thay take this Abjuration- 

Oath agaiaſt their Conſciences, he cannot mean the Fariaticks ; for 
they 'tis ſuppoſed are the Drivers ont, that impoſe this Oath. Belides, 
Mr. L'Eſtrange is fo far from believing that Party capable of coming 
under the denomination of a Popiſh'Succeſſour's Friends, that on the 
contrary it has been the drift of almoſt all his Pamphlets to yoo 
his onely implacable Egemies. Neither can thoſe firm Frieads here 
mentioned, be underſtood the Popiſh Party; for upon the ſuppoſition

Are theſe the true paſlive obedient Sons of the 
Church, thoſe unſhaken Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, the Martyrs that 
will be upon occaſion under a Romiſh Tyrant? But cry you mercy : 
Now I think on't better, I find Mr. L'Efirarge is onely making room 
for more Maſqueraders 3 as he made the Fanaticks Papiſts in Maſque- 
rade, ſo he intends to make the Proteſtants Abjurers in Maſquerade.

'Heary the fourth of France did not ſo : And it is as good an Inference 
from the inſtance of Henry the fourth, that a Popiſh Heir will not be a 
Perſecutor, 4s from that of Yucen Mary that he will. But where the 
Popes Authority intervenes, both King and People are bound to obey. And 
get we ſee, for all the power of the Pope and the Covenant of Holy League 
to boot , the people of France, though Roman. Catholicks, would not 
ſubmit to the lifelong of @ Proteſtant Succeſſour 4, neither did thet 
generows Prince upon the reconciling of himſelf afterwards to the Church 
of Rome, exerciſe any one al# of Tyranny over his Proteſtant Subje&: :

rallel to our preſent ſtate of Erg/and, being privately bred by his Mother 
a Roman Catholick, unknown to his Father, and afterwards being ele- 
Ged King of Poland, openly profeſt the Romiſh Religion 3 but upon 
bis Fathers death, return'd to his Hereditary Swediſh Kingdom : where 
with mach difficulty he was received z but under all the folema condi- 
tions and engagements that could poſſibly be made between Prince and 
Subjec,of his maintaining and upholding their Lutheran Religion. But 
on the contrary, no ſooner were the Reins in his hand, but: with all the 
fierceſt Career of Infidelity, as if Hell drove him, he preſently erefts Po- 
piſh Churches, places Popiſh Governours in all his Forts and Caſtles, 
encpurages and countenances no other Pexſwaſion, but ſtriving by all 
Arts imaginary-to bring in the Romiſh Religion.

Now I would defie any impartial Readet to Judge if ever aty thing 
was ſo weakly and [o impertinently urged as thele two Proviſoes, The 
firſt tells you that the Queen was to atſured of the Loz alty of her Nobi- 
lity, that ſhe would not put them to the trouble of Swearing to con- 
firm ir, as the Law required from her Inferior Subjects, but on the vther 
ſide the ſecond Proviſo tells us that notwithſtanding that , if any of 
them offended againſt the Law or any Branch or Article of it,they ſhovid 
find no more Mercy than the meaneſt Commoner in her Kingdom, bur 
be equally Tryed for High Treaſon. Now what he drives at by this 
objection or what favor theſe Proviſoes make for a Popiſh Heir, I de- 
clare I cannot Imagine, neither do I believe he knows himſelf, 

Upon this he cumes to a touch of, Conſcience, and ſays, 7t would be 
well if every man that preſſes with this unprecedented rigor upon the Per- 
ſon here in Queſtion, would lay his hand upox his Heart, and (ay, if 
the King has Pardoned me Ten Thouſand times more than this comes to , 
with what reaſon or Conſcience can 1 Importune His Majeſty thus bitterly

Ten Thouſand times more than this comes to, is a very great diſpro-

Burt if he intends this as a laſh 
againſt the Author of the CharaQter, Vle ve: ture to clear him, for to 
my knowledge, he is a Perſon fo far from laying tis hand on his Heart, 
and owing any Benefit to Royal Pardons or Acts of Oblivion, that I muſt 
ſay this truth for him.

Char, f ever a Papiſt mounts this Throne, 
then all their murmurs their petitions, proteſting and Aſſociation Votes 
will be remembred to the purpoſe, upon which he makes this remark, 
Mr. L. Now what can be a greater Indignity to the Fuſtite and Reſolution 
of that Hiluſlrious Body (viz. the Parliament) then to imagine ſo narrow

Yes, indeed, what greater indignity then to imagine it, For if as 
the Character ſays, and Mr. Le/trange grants, they will be remember'd 
to the purpoſe, and the Heretick Dogs, upon his mounting into the 
Throne may live to be hang'3 for their Barking, what greater indigni-

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ty to the Courage and Reſolution of thoſe Illuſtrious Patriots then to 
imagine they'le ſlacken their Votes and Debates againſt a Popith Suc- 
ceſhon for ſear of his Revenge.

In the 35h, Year of his 
Reign the Parliament granted the Succeſſion to Edward, and for want of the 
Heirs of his Body to the Lady Mary, and the Heirs of her Body, and for want of 
ſuch Heirs to the Lady Elizabeth, under certain Limitations and Conditions 
contain'din that At, 

But to prove all this nothing to his purpoſe he makes theſe {ix Ob- 
jections. 

Mr. Leſt. Firſt,he ſays the CharaFeriſer infers that a Parliament may Or- 
der or Diſpoſe the Succe/ſion. But whither they may or no, here's little or no- 
thing proved from theſe Citations, Firſt under the ambiguity of the wordÞar. 
liament, he would have this thought to be the ſingle Aft of the Lords and Com- 
mons, when the Enatting authority of it was ſolely in the King. This firſt 
Objection has more quibble than reaſon 1n it, and delerves no ſerious 
Anſwer. For the Charater is fo far from ſtarting up an Ocdinance in- 
ſtead of an A of Parliament, that no man of ſenle can extort any ſuch 
meaning from him. 

Secondly he ſays. Theſe Statutes do not ſo properly transfer a Right, as

8:h Upon preſumption of this Act, out of ſome particular inclination, 
bequeath'd the Reverſion of his Crown to a Tenth Cozen removed in- 
ſtead of a Firit, and this Law had been to have been read by Mr. Le- 
ſtranzes Spectacles, the very end they made it for, (v4z.) to keep peace 
and quiet had been utterly deſtroy'd , for inſtead of Reconciling all dif- 
ferences between future pretenders,and fixing the ſucceſſion, it hadonly 
given new occalions tor freth Feuds,and fo the Parliament had only wiſely 
made an Act to ruine the very intent of it's Creation, 

Mr. L. Thiraly, this change and diſpoſition of ſettlement thowgh it paſ- 
ed all the formalityes of Bull and Debate, yet the Firſt ſpring of it was from 
their certain Knowled? of the K nas Pleaſure to have it ſo, without which they 
durſt never hive ventred on ſuch a propoſition. 

Mr. L. Fourthly,m tter of Fatt us no proof of Right,and eſpeciallly a Fat ac- 
companied with ſo miny circumſtances of crols Capers and contradiftions, as 
the pronouncing of” the ſame perſons to be both 1llegitimate, and legitimate, 
&c. And a Man cannot imagine, without 4 ſcandal to that Grave and 
wiſe Afeembly, that the levity of thoſe Councels and that humor of Swear- 
ing and Counter-ſwearing could be any other than the caprich of their new 
Head and Goverpor. 

Now 'pray obſerve the {lyneſs of this ſlur he puts upon Majeſty : He 
cunniogly inſinuates that Matter of Fact may not be Matter of Right, 
and that when the Humor, Caprice or Pleaſure.of a King influences the 
Votes of his Parliament to make it fo, 

Now upon conceſſion of Mr. Leffranges opinion, here's a broad gate 
opened for a Kebellion ; for by his Argument 'tis but difallowing the 
rightfulneſs of Hearth money, and indeed almoſt all the reſt of the 
Kings Revenues becaule the King generally askt the Parliament money 
firſt, and ſo lince the firſt ſpring of thoſe grants were from the A 
of the Kings pleaſure to hate it ſo, 'tis but Mr. Leſtravges denying t 
matter of right in this caſe, and fo he makes the King a Tyrant to de- 
mand his own, and rhcreupon encourages the Subject to the moſt im- 
pudent undutitulneſs and diſſoyalty in nature. Now thoſe croſs Capers 
and contradittions, as he calls them, in declaring the ſame Perſons one 
while legitimate and afterwards /egitimare. is one of the greateſt Ar- 
guments that the conſervation of a Nations Peace, was held a greater 
piece of Conſcience in that Age, then the maintaining the right of 
Blood, when Il cgitimacy it felt upon occaſion could be reſtored to the 
power of Succeſſion, Neither was there any ſuch Swearing Or Counter- 
ſwearing or any (uch levity (as he calls it) in that grave Aſſembly,for 
the Oath they cnjoyn'd the People in fidelity to the Kings Heirs could 
have no other meaning than whilſt they were Zawfwly ſo, and in all 
Juſtice the Obligation of it _—_— in courſe, when the Law ——_— 
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them no longer ſuch, Nor was it indeed any more than the Tenure of 
our preſent Oath of Allegiance, 1n which we {wear to be faithful to the 
King s lawful Heirs and Succeſſors, which the Ignorance of ſome People 
has uſed as an Argument againſt the changing of Succeſſion , as think- 
ing they have ſworn fealty to the next of Blood, whercas in reality 
there's nothing in that Oath that binds them to the Perſo» but the 
Thinz, tono particular Man any further than as he is Heir and Succeſſor, 
Lawfully fo, and no Man truly 1s either Hezr or Succeſſor till he 1zherits 
and Sxcceeds, and as 'tis moſt ridiculous to think the intent of an Oath 
of Allegiance is to make a Man Swear Loyalty to a tellow Subject, as 
as the greateſt Heir apparent is no more whilſt the King Lives, lo the 
duty ot that part of the Oath cannot neceſſarily be underſtood to com- 
mence or take effe& till the preſent Kings death, and then if in the 
mean while the abſolute Power of the Land, the King, Lords and Com- 
mons have conſtituted a new Heir and Succeſſor, the obligation of that 
Oath of Allegiance can have no other Aſpect, then to the Heir and Suc- 
ceſſor ſo conſtituted, 

Mr, Leſt, fithly, with Reverence to the utility and conſtitution of good and 
wholeſome Laws, it is not preſently to Cite a ſtatute axd /ay, there's a prece- 
dent,for thoſe Laws that are repur nant to the Light of nature avd Common 
Right are Nullities in themſelves, 

Now heres one of the boldeſt Maſter ſtrokes of the pen that ever 
came in print. This point once gain'd, all the Proteſtant Laws ſince the 
retormation,and the whole fabrick of the preſent Governmeat are total- 
ly ſubverted. * Tis but a Popiſh Succeſſors believing aud maintaining that 
all the Proteſtant Laws ever fince Hepry the 8ths. perverſion are againſt 
the light of nature, and conlequently Nullites in themſelves: Sodown 
o0es the Proteſtant Church,up ſtart the old Statutes de Heretico comburen- 
ao, the old Smith field Fire-works, whilſt Popery comes 1n in the open face 
ofday moſt triumphantly intreduced even by the awful Divinity of Law 
and Juſtice for its Supporters, So that after all Mr. Zeſtranges Vindica- 
tion of the Honor, Honeſty, Veneration of Oathes, Performance of Laws, 
and Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion in a Popiſh Succeſſor, he has 
very ſubtly tound him out an Evaſion to be a greater Tyrant and Devil 
than the Author of the Character could paint him, and that too with 
all the Innocence in the World, and even without the leaſt Blemiſh of 
Infidelity. But to come a little nearer to him,in the firſt Place theſe Ads 
tor the {ettlement of the Crown were lo far from being repugnant to the 
Light of nature, that on the contrary 'tis evidently manifeſt that the Law- 
Makers that made e'm mov'd by no other Guide or Light but that., For 
ſince ſelf Preſervation is the firſt and greateſt thing that the light of nature 
teaches all Mankind, the very preamble to the Adts confirm us that the 
preſervation of themſelves and their Heirs in Peace aud Tranquility, and to 
avoid the future Effuſion of Engliſh Blood, was the ſole End and Deſign of 
thoſe As. 

Secondly theſe Acts have Ro _—_—_ or deſtru&tive of common 
right. . For if by common right, he implies a right to any poſſeſſion or 
pretenſion derived from human Power and the Laws of Man, then 'tis 
plain by the Conſtitution of our Government, where our Laws are not 
liketheſe of the Medes and Perſians, that the Law-makers that gave can 
8ake, and in that reſpe& there's no right ſo firm, which the abſolute 

Power of the Law lying 1n the three States in Parliament cannot ſhake. 
But 
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Pur if by common right he means a right derived from theI aws or Com- 
ni2nds of God, and rherefore thoſe As of Parliament are nullitics in 
rhemiclves, becauſe repugnant to the Rules and Duty of Chri* ianiry. 
Then ke would do wellto tell us whenthat Law of God was made or that 
Command given. But that there is no ſuch Law norany ſuch Rules of 
Chrutiarity 1s plainly rv be demonſtrated from the moſt eminent prece- 
dents ot hoty writ;where we find proximity of blogd has been fo tar from 
challergtng that unalrerable Right of Empire. that on the other (ide there 
have bcen :everal Changes of Kings made mthat caſe even amongſt Gods 
own People and that always by his Coxext, and ſometimes by his (pecial 
Order. Beiides if any ſuch Law of God had been made, and left us in 
holy Scripture, 'cis certain that Law ought to have no more obligation 
over one Chrr/tian Kingdom than another, and then conſequently Yenice 
and Hollzzd that have no Kings at all, and Poland that always ele their 
Kings, by Mr. Leſtran9es Interence live Age after Age in continual Vio- 
[>r1on of Common Right, the Duty of Chriſtians, and the Laws of God, 
Ido confefs I have heard of a Command of Chrijt that ſays, Let every 
Soule be {u-jeft unto the higher Powers ; for there is no Power but of Ged ; 
whoſeever therefore reſiſteth the Power reſiſteth the Ordinance of God, and 
they that refit ſball receive to themſelves Damnation ; and therefore if the 
higher Powers of Eng/ard the King, Lords and Commons are an Ordi- 
nance of Gad too, it 1s an Article of my Creed, That he that denies 
their.Authority and Power, and not content with that only, endeavors 
to perſwade and ſeduce rhe reſt of his fellow ſubjects to the ſame denial 
i5 not only a Traitor to his Country, but from Chriſts own Sentence ſhall 
receive, if poſſibly, a double Portion of Damnation, 

But now for his Sixth Obſervation on this Statute, 

Mr. L. Laſtly he brings inſtance here to prove that a Parliament may at- 
vert the lacceffon but he (hows withal, that there can be no ſecurity even in 
that Excluſion, ſhowings thit what one Parliament does another may undo, [o 
that now we are upcn equall Tearms of ſecurity or hazard, either inthe exclu- 
ſtom of the ſucceſſor or 171 reſtraining him, for if he be tyed up by one Parlia- 
ment, another may (et him at Liberty, and if he be excluded by one Par- 
liement, ancther may take him in again, 

Now certainly this is the moſt comical humor I ever met with;to adviſe 
a Parliament t.> have a care of excluding a Papiſt for fear another Parlia- 
ment reſtore him. Perſwade e'm to fear that once, and make e'm Jea- 
lous of fancyes and Chimeras indeed, But to diſſipate all ſhadows of any 
ſuch dangers, there are ſume heads as wiſe as Mr. Leſtranges ( no dil- 
paragment) that are of opinion if one Engliſh Parliament once exclude a 
Popith ſucceſſor we may fately defy Five Hundred Parliaments after- 
wards to reſtore him, The diſinheriting of a Popiſh ſucceſſor being a 
kind of Li» b-*, that if we have once got him into it, 'tis damnable odds 
thar all the intrelt of X:-ze with Ten Millions of Maſſes never get him 
out of it. I muſt confeſs if we conld have a Parliament of Mr. Leſtranges 
particular chooting, the Conſi;tory of Cardinals for the Houſe of Lords, 
and St Cx:ers Colled:e for the Houle of Commons much might be ; but 
till then we are pretty ſafe in that point, 

Burt amongit all Mr, Leſtranges deſpicable thoughts of the Decrees 
and power of Parliaments in Henry the Eight's days, he clearly forgets 
to anſwer th2t Act of Parliament of Queen E/zzabeths mentioned 1n the 
Charater, in which 'twas made Treaon for any man to affirm thatthe 
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diſpoſal of the Imperial Crown of England lay not in the Queea and Par. 
liament, and indeed that Act comes lo near the prelent tace of the at. 
fiirs in England, that it was made-upon the lelte lame occalion, tha 
the Bill of Excluſion was endeavour'd by the late Parliaments, ( 24x, ) 
with an intention of putting by Mary Queen of Scots the then next Po. 
pith Heir from the Succefſicn, had not her Conſpiracy againſt the Life 
of the Queen, put an end to all farther care, by the forteiture of her 
head. Bur theie Six Objections with the help uf Commnzoz Kight and the 
Light of Nature may ſerve to anlwer both, an«|tru'y Mr. Letitrange laas 

iven us the top of his Politicks, and the utmotit {trength of his Rea- 
jon for the defence of a Popiſh Succeſſor, in oppolition even to the 
Supreme Authority of the Nation, and againſt all the precedents of 
Laws and Hiſtory, Bur alas . what ſignifies Supreme Authority, Pre- 
ſidents, Laws, &c. There's nothing lo facred which Rands 1a their 
way, that the Champions of Rome muſt not endeavor to overthrow, 
and when the Popiik Intereſt cries Halloo, they muſt Bark at leaſt 
though they cannot Bite. Now tis plainly to be dilcovered at whar 
Foundation he ſtrikes, by leſſening and enfeebling the Legiflatine 
Power of the Nation, and though he wiſcly lays the Scene at ſuch 
diſtance as the remoter Age of Henry the 8th, yer we underſtand where 
he aims the laſh he gives, and what Gall his Ink's made of. But 
truly in his Remarks and Reflections upon the Capriches { as he calls 
them) of Henry the 8th, with the weakneſs of his great Council, 
the ſhillownels of their Debates, and the invalidity of their decrees, he 
chooſes the (afer Subjet. The Majeſty he reviles, and the Authori- 
ty he ridicules , being ſo long ſince inoffenſive Duſt and Aſhes, that 
he has this Reaſon for his Boldneſs, and this ſhicld for his Defence, 


Nulli gravis eſt percuſſus Achilles. 


But to anſwer thoſe ſtrait-laced Conſciences that ſo vehemently maia- 
tain and aſſert Succeſhon to be Jure Divine, and cannot be alter'd by a- 
ny human Laws, I will put this inſtance. 

Suppoſe a King has two Sons, the eldeſt of which, ambitious of a 
Crown, and miſlead by the ill Counſel of his Prieſts, favourites or the 
like, conſpires to depoſe his Father, and in Order thereunto, confede- 
rates with ſome neighbouring Monarch ; who upon aſſurance given him, 
by this Aſpirer ofre{igning of ſome part of his Dominions to him, or be. 
coming triburary to him,furniſhes him with Money and Men, by which 
aſſiſtance he flies out into an open Rebellion againſt his Father, upon web 
the Father commilſſtons his younger Son to fight this Rebel Prince, who 
beats him, and makes him fly out of his fathers Dominions to that conte- 
derate neighbours Protection, upon which the King with the unanimous 
conſent of his loyal Subjects paſſes an A& for a total Excluſion of the El- 
der ſon from the Crown, and to place the Succeſſion in the younger. 
Now will any Man ſay that this 1s not warrantable and juſt both by che 
Laws of God and Man. For ifit be unwarantable, and that this Rebel 
Prince mult ſtill ſuceeed, then conſider what follows. 

Frſt, here's a manifeſt obſtruting of the diſtributionof the greateſt 
Juſtice both human and divine. For whilſt this Priace continues ſafe by 
his Flight, and his forreign Protection, from any perlonal Sutfcrance for 
his Crimes, and at the ſame time *tis granted he cannot ſuffer in his 
Births 
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Birthrizht, then this indiſpenſable continuation of ſucceſſion confers the 
greateſt Earthly felicity and reward viz. a Diadem on the greateſt of 
Criminals, one Doubly a Traitor not only againſt the Lords anointed, but 
even to the Fountain of his own Royal Blood, and the Author of his be- 
ing, a Father, 

Secondly; it makes crown'd Heads the moſt miſerable State of all man 
kind ; nay they are below the meaneſt Peaſant in their Kingdoms: tor 
the vengeance of a Subject, having the Power todilinherit, ſhall perſue 
a Rebel lon even to the Eaſt /ndies, whilſt a King, who they ſay, has, or 
(bould have long h1nds (hall notwith all his thunder reach the worſt of rebels 
crols the next Sea, or perhaps the next County, So that where's their 
boaſting themſelves to be Gods Vicegerents, when they alone of all Men 
are molt debarred rhat greateſt Prerogative of a Dicty, REVENGE. 

34,By this means Majeſty that ſhould be moſt ſacred, and the perſon of 
it moſt religiouſly guarded,and defended, lies more expoſed than all Man- 
kind beſides, for it it be true that.

And the luſt of Inheritance makes the Blood of the Impatient Heit 
boil high for poſſeſſion, then *cis moſt true, where the Inheritance is 
Greateſt, and the Temptation Strongelt, as in the caſe of a Crown, 
that there the Blood boiles higheſt, And if fo, and Birth-right be 
ſtill unforfitable, then to the ſtrongeſt Temptation here's the' leaſt dan- 
ger, and the greateſt Ercouragemeat for gratifying that luſt, and ac- 
compliſhing all ſuch tempting deſires. So that upon this poſition, 
who ſo arm'd for a Traitor as he that's Born to a Crown, and who 
ſo unſafe as he-that wears it, But ſurely 'tis inconſiſtant with that 
particular care, that God takes for the Preſervation of Kings, to en- 
tail that Jus Divinum upon them, that places them infra /fatum Hu- 
manum. 

However to give a little clearer light into this great point of Suc- 
cefſion I ſhall trouble my Reader with one inſtance more. 

It cannot be diſputed but that either Queez X4ary or Queen E117 beth 
did ſucceed to the Imperial Crown of Eng/and not by Divine Right 
of Succeſſion, ſince Queen Elizabeth was Born whilſt Queen Karha- 


indoubtedly enjoy the Crown Fure Parliamentario: if the latter, ( as 
nnot be denyed) and that Succeſſion is Fare Divine, then ſhe was 
an Yſurpeſs upon the Right of the Houſe of Scotland: and what then 
is the conſequence of all this : 

Firſt, ir ſhakes, and ſtrikes at the Foundation of the Church of 
England, which derives all its Power and Authority from the Crown 
which began in King Henry the 8ths, and were more fully confirmd 
by Queen El:zabeth, and therefore the Church of England was ſet- 
led by a Princeſs de fatto and not ae jure, infomuch that ic under- 
mines the very beſs of the Hierarchy and Ecclefiaſtick power, and the 
order of the whole Clergy, who derive their Diſtintions and Ordi- 
nations from that Queen, 

2ly. It may call in Queſtion all the Grants of that Queen, which 
have not been confirmed by the Scottiſh Line, and deſtroy the many and 
oreat Priviledges conferr'd on both _ Univerſities. | 
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(25 ) 

3ly. According to the Rule of 745 P:vinam it may raite 2 Quilticn 
hereafter of what validity thole Houors are which that Queer v us ple 
{cd to conicr upon teveral great and emment Famuics. 

Lattly it would well become many worthy and lcaried Men frioully 
to conlider whether they do not Livor to do the Werlkand Drudgery of 
the Church of Rome, who allert to fatal a Principie, whereby they 
make Queen Elrzabeth an Uliurpreis, and buiid the tuperitructure of 
the Proteſtant Religion, the right of the Church, ard the Legality 
of the whole Clergy ot Enzizza, upon lucia fandy and riunous Foun: 
dation as the High and Mighty Jus Dic1aum, But it we will allow 
that Prince(s our lawtul Queen, which I hope no Man will have the 
Impudence to deny, then the diſpolal of the Crown by Parliament is 
Juſt. 

But if Jus Di: inum that lay buried 44 Years together muſt make 4 
Reſurrection in our preicnt Diſtractions of Exglazd, and both 1.acr and 
Conſcience render an excluſion Bill unlawtul, how came the propoſi- 
tion of making a Poputh Succeſſur but a Nominal Prizce, and (ethirg 
the Adminiſtration in Proteſtant hands : It that may be, then here's 
F::s Divinums quite laid alide : for Divine Right of Birth entitles a I'rince 
to the power as well as the name of a king, and if that right be 
ſacred and inviolable, no oze part of it more than another ought cr 
can lawfully be alienated, But it the greateſt part of it be by the 
greateſ! Authority allow'd Jaſtly Alienable by Ad of Parliment, there's 
an end of all Divine Right, and a coxce/on of the Juriſdiction of Par- 
liaments, infomuch that if chey may /egally take away the Kernel, 
and leave only the Hwsk of Succellion, by the ſame Authority they 
may as well take away both : and a total Exclulion is no more repugnant 
to Honor or Conſcience then an Exclulion iz part. 

But if any Man has a curioſity to examine the Effects: of Excluſi- 
ons 7n part > tz, Limitations and Reſtrictions that have been put 
upon the Engliſh Crown, I will only advile him curſorly to run over the 
conteſts between King John and the Barons ; Henry the 3d, Edward the 
24, and Richard the 2d and their Barons, and the troubles of Henry 
the 6:h, and the feveral Agreements made between him and the D. 
of York, andhe'le cafily ſatishe himlelt that notwithitanding the ſeveral 
Agreements Reſtraints and Limitations put upon the Crown, and 
thole confirm'd not only by As of Parlizment but ſolemnly ratify-.... 
ed in the Face of Heaten by many Oaths and dreadful Excommunicautt 


tions by the Church, yet none ever held : bur ſo loon as thoſe Parli" 


aments were diſſolved, or the firſt opportunity or advantage happen'd, 
thoſe Kings by the 1ll advice of their Favourites and Minions broke all, 
whereupon both parties flying to Arms, the King accuſing them of 
Treaſon, and they Hin of Perjury, the ric of all thoſe lang and bloody 
Civil Wars had no other ground but this. 

But to back his laſt (ix Arguments in defence of the Succeſſion we find 
him for the next three or four Pages together corroborating his Opinion 
with the practice of the primitive Chriſtians. Firſt he tells you *:z a Ge. 
pel frecept not to do ill that good may come of it, ſuch as the rtawarrantable 
deveſting of a Prince of his Birthright th:ugh for ..ny ſafety or [reſervation 
whatever, So that in the caſe of England ſuppoſing it would come at laſt to 4 
down-richt perſecution undey 4 Popiſh Succeſſor, yet to ſtand upon our Guards 
ro prevent it would le mere than ever the primitive Chriſtians did under the 
IB 
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ten Per (ecutions;and we have not only their Example but their expreſs Doftrine 
c1a/nſt it, And therefore ( as he lays 1n another place ) tis our Duty t0 
Lle's God for the Peace and Happineſs we now enjoy, and rather wait his far- 
th:r pleaſure with thankfulneſs 2nd reſigniution, then with mur murixg and , 
artruſt to A'.ticipate ſuture Euils aud Premudge Providences 10 come, 


Now never was any thing more plauſibly managed to (© little purpoſe, 
for the Correſpondence between ours and the primitive Chriſtians caſe 
i» here {0 incoherently Ballanced, rhat never were Arguments more So- 
phiticzl, The primiave Chriitians preacht Obedience to Nero, yes, 
«nd they had forterited their Chriſtianity it they had done otherwile, but 
what was that Nero, an ablolute Monarch : and what thoſe primitive 
Bulhor's © not luch as ours, they were not a part of the Legiſlative Power 
of the Nation, as onr Prelates are. If Nero invented Wracks, Tortures 
and Gibbets tor perlecuring or murdering the poorChriſtians,he did it by 
his 04.2 uncontroulable Authority, nor were thole primitive Biſhops 
cal'd to rake Laws, and theretore had not the lawful power of the leaſt 
Vote in Myderation. of Aeroes Crue!ty, or 10 Redrels of the Chriſtians 
Torments. lam ſure if they had had any ſuch voting or law-maki 
Po er, and yet out of a bale principie of cowardly Fear on one fide, a 
like fordid Sycophants our »of a {crvile Flattery of Neroes barbarous Incli- 
nations on the other {1de,hadnegle&ed themeans,(as much as in themlay) 
of preventing thoſe Perſecutions, they had been rather 99{:es then Shep- 
herds over the flock of Chriſt, and Acceffaries to all thoſe Butcheries that 
Nero committed againſt them. For not to oppole where oppoſition is 
lawful, is to permir, and to permit is to AR. Sothat there would not 
have been that Engine made to rend the Tortured Chriſtians Bones, that 
they them ſelves in ſo doing had not lent a helping hand to the wind- 
ing of it up. Noris it to be doubted but that if thoſe Primitive Prelates 
had had thoſe Sacred Recorded Statutes, thole Royal decrees, Preſidents 
and Laws before 'em, wherin the diſpoſal of the Crown under which 
they lived had lain 1a the Abſolute Power of the Nation, it being de- 
clared no leis then Treaſon to deny it, and that the Kingdoms lafety 
in de{pight of Birch-right had ſometimes Authorized the change of the 
Suceflion ; had theſe Prelates,I ſay,lived under ſuch a Government, and 
at the ſame time (at at the Helm like ours, it is to be preſumed upon the 
certain proſpect of a next Succeſſor of known Principles of Barbarity 
and perlecntion, with the Innate implacable inveteracy againſt Chri- 
ſtians and Chriſtianity ; they would boldly and unanimously have 
. endeavored and Vored for his Removal, and whatever Obedience they 
Preachr ro a Nero «pon a Throne, they would have thought it. neither an 
Obligation of Couicience or Chriſtianity to have lent their Aſſiſtance to 
the monnting a Nero into a Throne, So that 'tis more than likely under 
ſuch a Power and ſuch Circumſtanccs they would have ſtood upon their 
Guards, ( as the Character ſays ) againſt ſo dangerous and ſo fatal a Suc- 
ceſſion , not ſtovd upon their Guards, as Mr, Leſtrange interprets it, 
with their Swords in their hands, but as the Author meant it, with their 
Eves and Tongues in their heads and reſolution in their Soules, to ſee the 
real dangers themielves and their Religion are in, and to propoſe and 
provide all lawful and neceſſary means to prevent them, 
Nor would they upon ſecond thoughts with Mr, Leffranges tender 
E | onſcience 
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Conſcience have judged this legal 8 manly Reſolution in defence of their 
Religion to fall under the Premunire mention'd in the 34, P. of his Book, 
1 Proftituting of their Soules to [ave their Skins and Fortunes, This Iam 
jure, they could never with Reaſon or Religion have judged it any luch 
Proftitution, but 1t they had made Religion and Conſcience the Pretence 
to judge it ſo, and thereup2n had directed and managed all their Studies, 
Laboys, Endeavors, Votings, Preachings, Inſinnations and Encomrapements 
for the Eſtabliſhment ot ſuch a Succellor, they might very ſealonably 
fall under as ſevere a ſcandal, and I am ſure as juſtly delerved, as whar 
Mr.Leſ/range has given the Fanaticks under the Name of Papiſts in Mal. 
querade ; for in this caſe the wiler part of the World would have ſhrewd. 
ly ſuſpected they had been more Heathens in Maſquerade, than Chriſtians, 

Neither is there ( by Mr, Leſtranges Permiſsion ) that incumbent Duty 
upon Chriſtianity, to be ſo wholly employ'd in bleſsing God for our pre. 
ſent Peace and Proſperity, as to wait his farther Pleaſure and Providence 
co come with fo intire a Reſignation, till we negleta lawful Preſervation 
when approaching Ruine threatens us : he that by the Bleſſing of Ged 
ſands upon the firm Shore and ſees that terrible and unuſual Torrent 

come rowling on, which in Probability may break the banks and drown 
him, is ſo far from being oblidged to an idle ſtanding till, and a reſig- 
nation to the will of Providence, whether the [nnundation ſhall break 
ia, and he fink or ſwim : That if he milcarries by that idle negle& of 
himſelf, it will not at all clear him from being acceſſary to his own de- 
firuction, ( and therefore anſwerable for it ) by excuſing Himſelf ro God, 
and ſaying, Lord, [ ſubmitted to thy pleaſure, 

| From this we come to the Charatters Dodtrin of Paſſive Obedience, 

Which'the Charafer avows may be laid afide under the Tyranny of a 

Popiſh Succeſſion , in anſwer to which we have Mr. Z'etrange very le-

Mr- L. In our Oath of Supremacy we ſmear that the King is the ON- 
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LY SUPREME, Governor SUPRE ME,ſo none (not the Pope)above him,and ON- 
LY SUPREME\,(o none coordinate or equal with him. ,. : 

If ſo, and the King is Supreme Governor Eccleſtaſtick and Civil,and 
a Popith King notwichſtanding ſhall alienate balt his Supremacy to 
rhe Pope, then the Pope is co-King with him ; and that it may not 
be objected rhat Supream Eccleſiaſtick Power 1s not Kinely Power, where 
the Highe/t and /aft Appeal lyes, there lyes Koyat Power, and therefore 
whilſt the higheſt and laſt appeal in all cauſes Eccleſiiſtick, in ſuch 4 
Government 1s lodged in the Pope his Power is Royal. For it would 
be very ab(urd to ſay that a Supreme Moderator in cauſes betwixt 
Man and Man (ſhould be a Kingly Governor, and 4 Supreme, Mode- 
rat9r in cauſes between God and Man ſhould be nmoxe. That wett to 
place a Majeſty in that Authority that ſays Thow ſbalt not ſteal, and 
none in that that ſays Thow ſhalt have no other Gods but me, *Tis 
true the Pope to mince the matter, and to Sham upon thoſe Romiſh 
Kings that Admit of his Church Supremacy, - very cunningly uſurps 
the Prerogative without the Name, and therefore wherever he is 
Supream Fuadze, he lets the Temporal Soveraignty be till the Supream 
Sheriff, for wherever his Tribunal condemns, the Popiſb King is Hang- 
man Generaliſſimo to execute, Yet ſtill inreality his Power is never the 
leſs Kingly, when we ſee that this Popiſh Executioner under him,is 
ſo far from the Exerciſe of any Regal Authority in his Sherifalty, 
that he's but a ſubſtitute of the Popes, and accountable to the Pope 
for the leaſt negle&t or miſdemeanor in his office of that kind, fo 
that the reeſtabliſhment of the Popes Supremacy here, is ſetting up 4 
new Kingly Power. But by what Title? None. For granting his Su- 
premacy of old was his right whilſt he poſſeff it, yet conſidering that 
right has been loſt above a Hundred years together, by the Laws 
of Conqueſt *tis now wholly expired, and he can lay no more claim 
or pretence to't after ſo long an alienation, then the Chriſtians to 
Conſtantinople, ot the Danes or Saxons to England. Now 'tis a known 
Maxim in England that a King of himſelf cannot give, ſell, or alie- 
nate all, or part of his hereditary Soveraign Power, neither can he 
any more reſtore the Pope (out of a freak-of conſcience) to his Supre- 
macy, or his Abby Lubbers to their old fat paſtures, then he can 
ſay to the Duke of Saxony, Sir, lay claim to half England and 'tis 

ours, and therefore land a colony in the Welt of England, and 
wack your ſelf Xi»; there, whilſt I content my ſelf with the So- 
veraignty of Tork-ſhire, and two or three more Northern Counties 
about it. Nay ſuppoſe a King ſhould ſay ſo, and this S4x0# Prince 
upon that preſumption ſhould come, and make a Setſure, there's ne- 
ver a Subjet in Eng/ard, notwithſtanding their Lawful Soveraigns 
ſpecial Gommand to them to yeeld Obedience to this uſurping in- 
vading Sexes, that may not juſtly and with a ſafe Conſcience op- 
pole this Iwveder, and ſhoot him though the heart at the very firſt 
ſtep he makes into Eng/and. For whatever paſſive Obediegce is dug 
to our Naive Prince we have none due to a Forreign Invader. So 
likewiſe *tis 2 plain caſe that the Popes Supremacy entring into Eng- 
lead is an Invading and Uſurping Royalty, For though we are bound 
to fealty, to what ever Deputies, Viceroys, or Subminiſters the King 
fall Ordain or Inftirure under him, yet the Popes Supremacy can- 
not come under that name, for it ceaſes to be Swpream if there _ 
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a Power above it. So that whenever the King thall ſay to the Pore 
aſſume your Prerogative, there's never a Subje:r of Ern2lazd, that may 
not by violence rcicue an Heretick trom a Stake that's condemn'd by 
that Prerogative, or any delegated Authority trom rhe Uſurped Supre- 
macy of the Pope, nay if they burn the very Tribun:l about thoſe Je- 
ſuicith Judges eares that pronounced that Hereticks Condenination, , 
they may J«ſtify the Fact both ro their King and their God. 

The Papiſt in Maſquerade dravs now near to a Conclution, and gives 
the Characteriſer a dead doing blow at [1ſt ſiruke, by rhe Argument rail:

As I am 4 Head and Governor of all the People in my Dominions, who are 
my natural Vaſſals and Subjefs conſidering them in number and diſtinft 
Ranks ; fo if we take the People as'one Body and Maſs, then as the Head is 
ordeind for the Body, and not the Body for the Head, ſo muſt a righteous King 
know himſelf to be ordain'd for his People, and not his People for him, for 
though a King and his People be Relata, yet can he be no King if he want Peo- 
ple and Subjetts , but there be many People in the world that lack a Head, &c 

But no matter for all this, Kings are bur Men, and this human Error 
of King Fames, muſt not dare to oppoſe the more ſacred Authority of Mr, 
Leſtrange, For to bafflle this groſs Miftake of them both, he continues, 

But after all theſe words, toſhew that Government originally was not popu- 
tir, 1 ſhall add a few more to prove the —_ of it to be purely Divine , 
which Opinion, in truth, needs not any other ſupport then the Authority of the 
holy Scriptures. w me Kings reighn &c.I have made the Earth, the Man, 
and the Beaſts that are upon the Ground by my great Power, and my 
Out-ſtretch'd Arm, and have given it to whom it ſeem'd meet unto 
me.

Now I cannot find by this Text : By me Kines raighn &c, But that 
by me Subjets poſſeſs their lawful Inheritances might claim the ſame 
right, For an Empire to a Monarch and a Lordthip to a Subje&,a naboths 
Vineyard, or an Ahabs Kingdom are equally the Gift of God, and by 
our Authors reaſons may equally pretend to a Divine 1#ftitution, Neither 
i5sthere ſo much Swpport as he calls it in this holy Authority, but I can 
match it with another as holy andas much to his purpoſe, which tells us, 
not a Sparrow falls to the Ground without the will of my Father, &, Now 
| if no King reighns without him, and no Sparrow falls without him , 2 

Manmight = him why the holy Authority of this laſt Text might not 
make the failing of a Sparrow have as much of divine [nſtitution in it 
as the Enthroning of a Monarch. Nor can I perceive that there lies 
ſo much ſtreſs in Gods giving the Government of the Earth, Man, and 
Beaſts to whom it ſeem'd Meet to him, as to Nebuchagnezar in the Text, 
but thata MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARZIN, written by 
the Almighties own hand againſt his impious Heir, the ſacrilegious 1de- 
latrous Balſha%ar was as much the Word of God, and had as much 
divine Inſtitution in it as by me Kings raigy, But to proceed in our 
Authors argument. 


Mr. L. That which we now call Kingly Government was at Firſt called 
Paternal, 
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Paternal, and after Patriarchal 8c. And we find by the powers they excers 
ciſed &c, And lo he advances in a Florid Deicant upon this Subje till he 
lodges the firſt Patermal Kingly Government in 'Adam. 

Here you may perceive he's harping at the old Fare Divine, but 
I ſhall wave that point of diſpute, and even with granting his ſuppoli- 
tion true, -out of his own p__—_ invalidate the chief argument of all 
his diſcourſe, and the Fundamental Deſign of his whole pamphlet, 
(viz: ) Unalterable Right of Succeſſion. If then ( as he lays) the Patri-- 
archall power was Kingly , how comes it to pals that E/aw forfeited 
his Royal" Inheritance ? and Facob his younger Brother got it from him 
nay the alienation of his Birthright (as &egal and as Divine as our Mal- 
querader would have it,) was transferd to the younger Brother even by 
God himſelf, and that too ( as we read in Gods promis to the Mother) 
before they were born. Nay though the Father 1/zac had no prejudice 
againſt E/aw, but reſolved to make him his Heit, and accordingly ſent 
him for veniſon to cheriſh his heart, that he might receive his Bleſſing 
and with it the Aſſurance of his 1zheritance ; yer when Facob by Artt- 
fice, and his Brothers borrowed Name had deceived the Father,and ex- 
tofted the Blefſing, we find the grant of his Inheritance, though fraudu? 
lently obtain'd was lo far (rom being retracted, that the Fathers promiſe 
and word even to the Counterfeit Eſaw was more ſacred, then all the 
formidable ties of Blood, and the inviolable Right of Succeſſion. Now 
I hope, our wife Author will not quarrel with 7ſazcs Injuſtice and 
appeal to the Light of Nature: and Common Right for the Redreſs of 
Eſaws wrongs. Perhaps it may be. objeted rhat Eſas ſold his Birth- 
right foolilhl y for a Meſs of Portage, though that we find had'no 
5%. melee on 1ſaaes Determination, 'yet if a Royal Birth-right could 
be fold or forfeited either by the Folly or Fault of the Heir, where's 
SUCCESSION? and if in our preſent State of England we have 
an Heir of thoſe corrupted Principles, and that depraved Infatuati- 
on, till he has prodigally forfeited his Fathers and his Grand-Fathers 
Bleſsings, the one having ſealed the Proreffant Faith with his Blood, 
and the other having particularly entayl'd a curſe upon all his Pro- 
geny that ſhould ever Apoſtatiſe from the Proteſtant Truth to the 
Popiſh Superſtition, if we have an Her fo bewitcht by the Charms 
of Rome, which like the Syrens ſongs can convert Reaſon into Mad- 
neſs, or rather like Circes Bowles transform Men into Swine , why not 
the Prodigals fare the husks, a more prue Reward for him, than a 
Coronation Feſtival, This I am certain, if he had Eſa«s Fate, the Ble//ing 
and /nheritance ſhould go together. 

I ſhall only inſtance one particular more out of holy Writt, Thope 
his &c, in the laſt-Paragraph will allow the Judges of 1/rael were a Xingly 
Power as well as the Patriarchal, and that they may indeed appear ſo, we 
find their Government the moſt agreeing with the preſent Monarchy of 
England, for they: had the Power of Life and Death, Peace and war in

thoſe of the Nations round about e'm, iz. an Abſolute Monarch, And 
upon this Saw! ſtept up into the Throne. Now here we may obſerve 
there was ſo little Kegard had ro the Right of Succelsion that their law- 
ful Judges even after poſlelsion were diveſted of their Royal Dignity, 
and that too ( mark it ) not only upon the Peoples Requeſt, but even by 
a Command from the immediate Voice of God, without the leſt Re- 
flection of - the Duty of paſſive Oleadience to Samuels Sons thoſe cor: 
rupted Judges of 1ſrae/. And though it may be objected thar God 
was angry with the Children of 1ſrae/ for their deſires of Chaxge, in 
that they had tollow'd other Guds, and that this asking, for a King 
as weread ) look'd like rejeting of him that had brought e'm out of x. 
2ypt, and deliver'd them from the Hands of their Enemies, yet fince 
God complyed with that deſire, no Man mult ſay, this Change was 
unlawful or the removal of their Royal Judges unjuſt. But in An- 
{wer to all this, our Maſquerader will not want a Juſtification for 
the unalterable Right of Succelsion, nay rather than ſtand out at a 
dead Lift hee'll ſtart you up a common Right and a Light of Na- 
ture that upon occaſion ſhall ſuperſede even the Records of Scripture 
and the very immediate Ads of God. Nay we find, after the Conſtitu- 
tion of that more abſolute Fewiſh Monarchy which began in $as/,that 
his very next Succeſſor was a Stranger to his Blood, a Man of a 
quite different Family , in ſo much that David the Man after Gods own 
heart, 2 man ſo eminently beloved of the Almighty, - that from his 
Loyns the promiſ'd Meſjes ſhould procceed, was a Prince fo far from 


.owing his Crown to.the Right of Birth and Blood, that he was 


anointed King even in his Predeceſſors life in ſpight of the Greater ſons of 
Saul thoſe nearer and juſter pretenders to the Crown had EI 
givene'm title to it. But ſo Early a ſea-mark did God ſet up agaioft t 
fatal Rock, unalterasble Succeſſion, and ſo timely acare did the 
Founder of Empires, the Divine Omanipotence take, to ſhow that the 
Diſpenſations of Majeſty for his Peoples good and his own Glory, ' were to 
be preferr'd before the Soveraignty of 3irth,that blinder gift of Chance, 
But to come a little down to our own age, even in all our lateſt Modern 
conſtitutions of Monarchy, and that not only in. Ezglazd but all the 
Chriſtian Kingdoms in Ewrope, we findthere is not altogether that jnfal- 
libility in Birth right, but that Fools and Mad-men notwithſtanding thejr 
proximity of decent arc excluded from Empire,ſo that by Mr. Zeftranges 
permiſſion a Shallow Perecranium or an Adaled one upon occaſion (hall put 
very good Royal veins out of play. So that to make Monarchy go a 
little hand in hand with our new natural Philoſophy,ſome Criticks will 
tell you , that the Life of it lyes more in the Head ; the Heart, that 
is, 1n the Brain than the Blood, 

And that I need not ſtray far for an Inſtance, have we not had a late 
King of Portugal depoſed as Delirious and Frentick and conſequently ren- 
der'd by Law uncapable of reighning, and all this done by his own Sub- 
jects and thoſe of his ownReligion, without the leaſt Refleion of Trea- 
ſon or _— or the Afﬀperſion of lifting a hand againſt the Lords a- 
nointe 

Nay if truth might make bold in. E»a/azd there be thoſe that dare 
haneſtly venture to fay there muſt go ſo ſtrong a Doſe of Folly and Mad. 
neſs ox indeed both togetiier ro make up the compoſition of a Popiſh Heir

to the Proteſtant Crown of England, eſpecially an Heir that can be fond 
of the Gugars, Bawbles and Trumpery of the Romiſh Superſtition as 
to hazard three Crowns for them, and that too by an Apoſtacy from a 
native Hereditary Proteſtant Faith, not only derived down to him, but 
more "gnally lealed by a Royal Fathers Martyrdom, a light which cer- 
tainly would ſhine throughall the miſts and fogs the Feſwitiſ "Magick

the indiſputable Will of Omanipotence that moulds the Clay as he 


feafea,co make ſuch infinite diſproportions inthe unequal diſtributing of 
thoſe (parks of his own Celeſtial fires call'd Goules, thee ſo muck Sor 
rule the inferior Maſs of Fleſh and Blood, and ſometimes o far Eftrange 
and alienated a Son from the Nature, Temper, and indeed almoſt
